“IT am not certain that the step I 
am taking is in a strict sense a viola- 
tion of the amateur rule, I think a 
lot might be said on either side, but 
I am so far convinced that it is con- 
trary to the spirit of amateurism that 
I am prepared to accept and even in- 
dorse a ruling that it is an infringe- 
ment. 

“IT have chosen to play as an ama- 
teur not because I have regarded an 
honest professionalism as discreditable 
but simply beeause I have had other 
ambitions in life. So long as I played 
as an amateur, there could be no ques- 
tion of subterfuge or concealment, The 
rules of the game, whatever they were, 
I have respected, sometimes:even be- 
yond the letter. I certainly shall never 
become a professional golfer. But since 
I am no longer a competitor I feel 
free to act entirely outside the ama- 
teur rule, as my judgment and con- 
science may decide. 

“When these pictures have been 
made I expect to return to the prac- 
tice of my profession unhampered by 
the necessity of keeping my golf up 
to championship requirements.”

Text of Speech. 


The text of the Georgia 
speech, “Equalization of Taxes as a 
Farm Relief Measure,” is as follows: 

“It is universally recognized by 
the leaders in the program for farm 
relief and by acknowledged experts in 
government finance and questions of 
taxation that one of the most yital 
grievances of the farmer is that of 
the burden of ‘unfair taxation. It 
is unquestionably true that farming 
is the most depressed of all the indus- 
tries in the country today, and is 
taxed more heavily in relation to the 
income-producing power than any 
other industry. In fact, agriculture 
has been in a condition of acute de- | 
'pression since 1920, while the manu- 
lfacturing and distributing industries | 
{have prospered in many instances be- | 
| yond anything ever known in the 
| past. 
| “Article 1, Section 
of the 


8, of the Con- 
stitution United States pro- 
| Vides : 

‘That all duties, imposts, and ex- 
cises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’ 

“The constitution of practically evy- 
ery state provides that all taxes shall 
be uniform upon the same class of 
property and ad valorem (that is, 
according to the value in money) on 
all property subject to taxation, 

“Are these provisions, which are 
made by the fundamental laws of the 
land being correctly interpreted, and, 
if so, are “they being fairly and justly 
lenforced? I insist “that they are not 
correctly interpreted, or else the pres- 
‘ent national and state laws, which al- 
low billions of dollars worth of in- 
| tangible property to dodge any form 
of taxation, are poorly enforced.
